A. An injunction permanently restraining Defendant, its officers, agents, 
servants, employees, and attorneys, and all persons and/or business entities in active 
concert or participation with it, from further acts of infringement of the *177, '060 pr 
* 192 patents. 
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B. An accounting to determine the damage caused Plaintiff by Defendant's 
acts of infringement and an award to Plaintiff of the amount of damage so determined, 
together with interest and costs. 

C. Increased damages up to three (3) times the amount of actual damages 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. section 284. 

D. An award to plaintiff of its reasonable attomey*s fees under 35 U.S.C. 
section 285. 

E. Such other and further relief as may be appropriate. 


DEMAND FOR JURY TRIAL 


Pursuant to F.R.C.P. 38(b), Plaintiff hereby demands a trial by jury for all issues 


so triable.
